Germans Are Impassive,

HITLER DECREED 
VLE SERVITUDE 
FOR MILION 


Nearly 7,000,000 Sub- 
jected to Cold, Hunger, 
Filth and Suffering, 
Evidence Shows,

NUERNBERG, Deo 12 (By 
Radio) — All the barbarities of 
slave raids in the Congo and all 
the horrors of “blackbirder” ships 
during the Atlantic passage were 
revived by the Nazi government in 
recruiting forced labor — men, 
women and children—not merely 
in Poland and Russia, but also in 
France, Belgium and Holland. 

The only difference was that 
African captives bound for South- 
ern cotton plantations perished in 
the holds of vessels, while the 
European victims suffered, froze, 
starved and died in railway 
coaches and labor camps. 

Responsibility for these deeds of 
wholesale savagery was laid to- 
day by the American prosecution 
squarely at the doors of three men 
—Adolf Hitler, who decreed the 
overall policy; and two of the 
war crimes trial defendants, Al- 
bert Speer and Fritz Sauckel. 

Speer was chairman of the Nazi 
central planning board, corres- 
ponding to the War Production 
Board in the United States, and 
was constantly demanding huge 
new drafts of slave labor for Ger- 
man farms and war plants, 

Sauckel In Charge. 

As Reich general plenipotentiary 
for manpower, Sauckel was pic- 
tured as the Fuehrer’s boss slave 
driver charged with the execu- 
tion of Speer’s exactions. Sauckel 
was accused of inventing the 
methods of seizing relatives as 
hostages and burning down the 
houses of men who fled rather 
than be drafted for toil in Ger- 
many. 

Sauckel was raised to that evil 
eminence by a decree of the 
Fuehrer dated March 21, 1942, The 
document was also signed by the 
defendant Field Marshal Wilhelm 
Keitel as chief of the Wehrmacht 
Supreme Command. Hitler ordered 
the mobilization of all available 
labor in the Reich and in occu- 
pied territories for war and arma- 
ment industries.

Col. Clausen was shown to have 
obtained on April 22, 1945, an 
affidavit from Lt. Donald Wood- 
rum, who served in the Naval in- 
telligence division at Pearl Harbor 
at the time of the Japanese attack. 

Lt. Woodrum said in his state- 
ment that R. Adm. (then cap- 
tain) Mayfield, naval district in- 
telligence officer, had ordered 
surveillance of the Japanese con- 
sul’s telephones stopped on Dec.

several years of peak production 
would really solve the problem, 
He announced that the first of a 
series of meetings with industry 
and community groups would be 
held in Washington Dec. 17 and 
18. Later meetings of labor and 
management organizations will be 
held to find ways of stimulating 
home construction at reasonable 
prices. 

Commenting on the Adminis 
tration’s plan to release governe 
ment surplus housing units and 
building materials, Snyder said:

100,000 Units Available Soon. 

“Some temporary housing built 
for war workers and vacated as 
it is no longer needed on the pres- 
ent sites can be readily dismantled 
and moved where it is needed. 
Removal of a few thousand units 
of this kind already has been 


undertaken by some colleges and 


communities to provide for vet- 
erans. It is estimated that 100,000 


units will become available in the 


next few months. 

“Appropriations have been asked 
of the Congress to finance re 
movals of this kind; and it is ime 
portant that such legislation be 
passed as soon as possible in or- 
der that this shelter be available 
this winter.”

According to various exhibits, 
his cruelty revolted even Alfred 
Rosenberg, Reich Minister in the 
occupied regions of Poland and 
Russia. Rosenberg protested, but 
acknowledged he could do nothing 
as Sauckel was working directly 
under Hitler's orders. 


According to tabulations as- 

sembled from the files of the 
Speer ministry, the approximate 
number of foreigners at work for 
the German war effort in the old 
Reich as of January 1945 reached 
the enormous total of 6,691,000. 
' It comprised 4,795,000 forced 
laborers, 1,873,000 prisoners of war 
and 23,000 political captives. Of 
the forced laborers 1,900,000 were 
Russians, 851,000 were Poles and 
764,000 French, 


There were more than 250,000 
®ach of Hollanders, Yugoslavs and 
Italians, as well as 183,000 Bel- 
gians, 140,000 Czechoslovaks, 130,- 
000 Balts and -115,000 Greeks. 
There were also thousands of 
Luxembourgers, Hungarians, Ro- 
manians and Bulgarians. 


In a sworn confession dated 
Sept. 5, 1945, Sauckel said, “I do 
not want to mitigate or excuse the 
performance of my _ mission,” 
which he defined as that of bring- 
ing foreign labor to Germany. 

His was the responsibility on 
the highest level, he declared, for 
the transport, care, housing and 
feeding of these workers. Sauckel, 
who was gauleiter of Thuringia, 
related that he had been a con- 
vinced Nazi since 1921. 

“Up to the time of the collapse,” 


he maintained, “I never questioned 
Adolf Hitler's leadership and 
obeyed his orders blindly. I was 
of the opinion that the German 
people had a right to living space 
in Europe and had to take a lead- 
ing place on the basis of their 
racially superior level.” 
Speer Tells of Rise. 

Speer, by profession an archi- 
tect, described his swift rise after 
1942 in a sworn interview dated 
Oct, 18, 1945. In February, 1942, 
he succeeded Dr. Fritz Todt as 
chief of the Army office for arma- 
ments, In July, 1943, he took over 
armament production for. the 
Navy. In August, 1944, as much as 
Hermann Goering would permit, 
he assumed charge of production 
for the Luftwaffe. 

He became both plenipotentiary 
general for production and chair- 
man of the Central Planning 
Board which absorbed the produc- 
tion department of the Ministry 
of Economics. The members of 
the planning board were himself, 
Gen. Erhard Milch, Gen. Paul 
Koerner and Walther Funk. 

“I do not wish to give the im- 
pression,” declared Speer, “that I 
want to deny that I demanded 
manpower, and forelgn manpower, 
from Sauckel very energetically.” 

Speer admitted he knew Sauckel 


was recruiting labor by force in 
both the East and West, but pro- 
tested that was not his affair as 
production chief of the Reich, His 
business was turning out arma- 
ments. 

Protested on Methods, 

Speer did protest to Sauckel 
against his drastic methods in 
France, but not so far as he could 
remember on moral or legal 
grounds. He believed Sauckel’s 
policy was harming the output of 
munitions. 

It was Speer’s idea that he 
eould get more production from 
the French by employing them in 
factories in their own country. He 
pointed out to Sauckel that 
Frenchmen faced with being 
drafted for work in Germany took 
flight from their home factories 
and were lost to German war in- 
dustry. 

Sauckel, the Nazi Simon Legree 
with all Europe for his Uncle 
‘Tom, and Speer, the Reich's big 
shot employer of slave labor, could 
not conceal their agitation and 
terror as the American prosecutor, 
Thomas Dodd, proceeded strand 
by strand to wind a noose about 
their necks. And a good stout rope 
it appeared to be. 


Doctor's Stoery. 


A document typical of the 
abuses alleged was a statement 
sworn to the Allies, without threat 
or reward, last Oct, 15 by Dr, 
Wilhelm Jager, a physician prac- 
ticing in Essen. On Oct. 1, 1942, 
he was appointed senior doctor of 
eight Krupp labor camps in Es- 
zen. Most of his charges were 
Poles and Russians. 

Extracts from his 
follow: 

“The camps were greatly over- 
crowded. In some there were 
twice as many in a barrack as 
health requirements permitted. At 
Kramerplatz, the inhabitants slept 
three and at other camps two in 
a bunk. 

“While Germans engaged in 
heavy work received 5000 calories 
a day, eastern workers in com- 
parable jobs got only 2000 calories, 
With their bread ration, they re- 
ceived two meals a day, one of 
which consisted of thin, watery 
soup. There was no assurance 
they would obtain even this mini- 
mum. 

“I discovered many instances in 
which allotted food was withheld.

overcoats and were compelled to 
use their blankets as coats in cold 
and rainy weather. 

“Because of a shortage of shoes, 
many were forced to work in their 
bare feet even in winter. Wooden 
shoes supplied to some were of 
such poor quality as to cause pain- 
ful sore feet so that they preferred 
to work barefooted, 


“No clothing of any kind was. 


given to the workers until the lat- 
ter part of 1943, when a single blue 
suit was issued to some. To my 
knowledge, this was the sole issue 
of clothing given to the workers 
from their arrival until American 
forces entered Essen.” 


Sanitary Conditions Vile.. 


Dr. Jager described sanitary con- 
ditions as exceedingly bad. At 
Kramerplatz, where 1200 eastern 
workers were crowded into an old 
school, there were available 10 
toilets of children’s size. At an- 
other place there were 15 small 
toilets for 500 workers. As a re 
sult, he said, “excretions contami- 
nated the floors of both these lava- 
tories,” 


Illness was twice as great as 
among the Germans and the tu- 
berculosis rate was four times the 
normal figure. Tartars and Kir- 
ghiz “collapsed like flies’ when 
attacked by this disease. 

The workers were also afflicted 
with spotted fever, declared Dr. 
Jager. “Lice, the carriers of spot- 
ted fever, tortured the camp in- 
habitants, as well as eountless 
fleas, bugs and other vermin. Be- 
cause of filthy conditions nearly 
all the eastern workers contract- 
ed skin diseases.” 

The physician tried his best to 
alleviate the situation, he said, 
but without material alteration, 
He made regular reports in vain 
to his superiors, among whom he 
named Dr. Wiels, personal physi-

Kept in Kennels. 


With the onset of heavy air 
raids in 1943, the problem rapidly 
grew worse. 

Dr. Jager related that after 
the destruction of a camp for 
French prisoners of war_in No- 
gerratstrasse, the survivors 
were kept for nearly six months 
in dog kennels and old baking 
houses. 

“The dog kennels,” he _ re- 
ealled, “were three feet high, 
six feet wide and nine feet long. 
Five men slept in each kennel 
into which they had to crawl on 
all fours.” 

After an Italian prison camp 
was badly damaged, he continued, 
600 Jewish women were brought 
in from Buchenwald to work in 
the Krupp factories. He found 
them to be suffering from open, 
festering wounds and various dis- 
eases. Their hair was_ shorn. 
They were barefooted and the only 
garment for each was a sack with 
holes for arms and head. They 
lived in the ruins of barracks 
without shelter against rain and 
cold. 

One could enter their quarters 
only on pain of being bitten by 
as many as 50 fleas, to say nothing 
of other insects, Dr. Jager him- 
self incurred large boils from the 
bites of vermin. He appealed to 
the Krupp management to de- 
louse the camp, at least, but 
nothing was done. 

“Regular Manhunts.” 


The recruiting of forced labor 
was portrayed in evidence as de- 
generating into “regular man- 
hunts” while the Reich police 
were described as pursuing their 
prey “like dog-catchers.” 

The raids were accompanied by 
burning of houses and villages, 
arrest of hostages, beatings and 
murder. The victims were round- 
ed up from their beds at night in 
churches and even on pilgrimages 
to holy places, The filth and cold 
of the trains on which they were 
carried off were described as 
“atrocious.” 

The basis for these outrages 
was disclosed in a speech by Hit- 
ler to 8.8. leaders at Posen on 
Oct, 4, 1943, parts of which were 
put in evidence today before the 
International Military Tribunal, 

In the course of his address, 
the Fuehrer paid a tribute to the 
defendant, rnst Kaltenbrunner, 
whose long. horselike sub-human 
mask is now visible in the dock 
after an absence of three weeks 
on account of cranial hemor- 
rhage. He was an 8.8. obergrup- 
penfuehrer, corresponding to the 
Army rank of lieutenant general, 

“Our comrade 8.8. Ober- 
gruppenfuehrer Kaltenbrunner,” 
announced Hitler, “has succeeded 
our fallen friend (Reinhard) Hey- 
drich. Unfortunately, Kaltenbrun- 
ner is ill today. He has phlebitis, 
but it is, I am glad to say, not 
dangerous. That is why he could 
not come.” 

Nazi Code of Ethics. 


The Elite Guards were the 
Fuehrer’s particular pets and with 
them he considered he could un- 
burden his most hideous thoughts 
without seruple. So he favored 
the gathering, representing the 
purest quintessence of his move- 
ment, with the following gems of 
Nazi ethics: 

“We must be honest, decent, 
loyal and comradely to members 
of our own blood and to nobody 
else.”

Order on Hanging. 

Decapitation had been régarded 
as the probable fate of any of the 
Dachau war criminals sentenced 
to death, but United States Army 
instructions have reinstated hang- 
ing, as in the case of common 
criminals. It was explained that 
the Germans consider hanging “a 
more ignominious death” than be- 
heading, 

The court gave its verdict after 
hearing final defense arguments. 

Defense chief Lt. Col. Douglas 
Bates of Centerville, Tenn,, de- 
clared that if the defendants were 
guilty “of a common design of 
extermination” so was every Ger- 
man “who contributed to waging 
total war.” 

Lt, Col. William D. Henson had 
closed the prosecution’s case yes- 
terday by asking the court to con- 
vict all 40 defendants for a part in 
the “common design of extermina- 
tion” at Dachau. He declared that 
every one of them had “forfeited 
the right to mingle in decent so- 
ciety.” 

Denson insisted that proof of 
personal acts of cruelty against 
each defendant was not necessary 
if it was proved that the defendant 
participated in the operation of 
the camp.

THE PROBLEM AND CAUSES, 
More than a million families 
are living “doubled up” with oth- 
er families because of the acute 
housing shortage. Many more will 
have to double up next year, Hun- 
dreds of thousands of these will 


er the war, who have never had 
a chance to set up homes for 
themselves. Immediate demand 
for new housing is far in excess 
of our capacity to produce next 
year. As a result, the threat of 
inflation is greater in this field 
than in any other. It ig very seri- 
ous. 

The housing shortage we have 
today has been building up over 
a period of years. The country 
entered the war with a housing 
deficit. During the war, because 
we needed all available materials 
and manpower to supply our fight- 
ing men, we were able to build 
only for workers who migrated to 
war plants. At the same time, 
marriages increased at far more 
than the normal rate. With the 
return of millions of veterans, and 
the additional marriages which 
will follow, we are now feeling the 
full force of this shortage. 


Peak Production Needed. 


Nothing less than several years 
of peak production will really 
solve the housing problem. It will 
take some time to get the con- 
struction industry into full opera- 
tion and we will do well if more 
than 500,000 housing units are 
built in 1946. The Government is 
applying its powers to the stimula- 
tion of housing production and to 
meeting the emergency situations 
of the months ahead. But the 
Federal Government cannot solve 
the problem alone.

Broke With Party Leader. 

The seven Democrats have 
broken with the leader of their 
party in the state.

There are many ways in which 
a Governor can punish legislators 
who have made themselves objec- 
tionable to him without taking 
any action detrimental to the pub- 
lic interest, Senators and Repre- 
sentatives are constantly wanting 
to be consulted about appoint- 
ments, and not infrequently urge 
on the Governor their particular 
friends for appointive jobs. It will 
not be difficult for the Governor 
to ignore them in these matters 
and appoint some other person as 
well or even better qualified. 

There have been reports since 
the action of the Senate that at 
least one Senator was influenced 
to go against the Governor by the 
Governor's failure to follow his 
recommendation on two appoint- 
ments. 

Prestige Depends on Jobs. 

Much of the prestige of a Sena- 
tor in his home district rests on 
his ability to get things done in 
Jefferson City, to obtain favorable 
action on questions pending be- 
fore departmental heads, and on 
getting jobs for local persons in 
his own party. If he cannot “de- 
liver” on those sort of things, he 
is very apt to find that a consid- 
erable part of his following has 
deserted him when he again is 
before the voters for re-election.

While any House member might

Dr, Erlanger received the medal 
and diploma with an expression 
of thanks. He was notified in 
October 1944 that he shared the 
Nobel Prize in Medicine for 1944 
with Dr. Herbert Spencer Gasser, 
director of Rockefeller Institute 
in New York, and former pro- 
fessor of pharmacology at Wash- 
ington University. Their prize- 
winning work was a joint task 
of research into physiology of the 
nerve threads through develop- 
ment of a cathode ray oscillo- 
graph, a super-sensitive device 
which traces visibly the impulse 
traveling along a nerve. 

The money prize, a little more 
than $29,000, was divided equally 
between the two recipients, and 
was received by them in New 
York in December 1944. 

Maj. Gen. Paul R. Hawley, act- 
ing surgeon-general of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration, chief speak- 
er at the dinner, advocated small 
regional hospitals for veterans, of 
about 200-bed_ size, distributed 
mgionally according to veteran 
population, and large hospitals at 
medical centers. 

Largest Hospital Unit. 

Speakers told of the University’s 
contribution of 167 physicians, 116 
nurses and 15 dentists to the hos- 
pital unit, which maintained the 
largest hospital in the European 
theater in personnel and patient 
capacity. The unit served succes- 
sively in North Africa, at Naples 
and in southern France. The unit 
expanded its facilities until it had 
a 4000-bed hospital.

' Col. Lee D. Cady, commanding 
officer of the unit, outlined its 
work, and told of the demands:

Kenney has commanded the 
Far Eastern Air Forces which in- 
cluded all Army air units in the 
Pacific except the Twentieth Air 
Force, the operating agency for 
the Superfortresses. 

The new Pacific Air Command 
includes the Fifth, Seventh, Thir- 
teenth, Eighth and Twentieth Air 
Forces but not the Tenth and 
Fourteenth in China nor the 
Eleventh in Alaska, 

Kenney’s organization will be 
under the supreme command of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur.

MEETING TONIGHT

LOAN FORK 
T0 HELP VETERANS 


Proposal Designed to 


Bill of Rights. 


New forms for veterans’ appli- 
cations to borrow money for 
homes, farms or business ventures 
have been prepared by a service 
committee of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association and will be sub- 
mitted to the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration in Washington for ap- 
proval, Walter T. Robinson, a 
member of the committee, told a 
divisional meeting of association 
members yesterday at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. The meeting ended today. 

Robinson, who Is president of 
the Citizens’ State Bank of Don- 
nelison, Ia., said he believed the 
failure of the G.I. Bill of Rights 
to meet the financial needs of 
veterans was due largely to a lack 
of understanding of the provisions 
of the bill by both the public and 
bankers. The amendments sug- 
gested by the association commit- 
tee, he said, would cut red tape 
and simplify loan procedures. 

More than 300,000 bank employes 
representing 15,000 banks in the 
country sold Victory Loan bonds 
to more than 85,000,000 persons in 
every income group, Frank C, 
Rathje, president, of the Chicago 
City Bank & Trust Co., told mem- 
bers of the organizations’ state as- 
sociation section which opened a 
two-day business meeting here. 

The wide distribution of bonds 
by sales to individuals absorbed 
excess purchasing power, Rathje 
said, and, in so doing, reduced in- 
flationary pressure. At the same 
time it provided individuals with 
savings. 

“The re-establishment of the 
philosophy of thrift must be the 
keystone in the reconstruction of 
our economy,” Rathje told his 
audience. “The encouragement of 
saving is the basic function of 
banking. In recent years thrift 
has been overshadowed by the 
emergency of war. But now that 
the war has been won, the govern- 
ment, national, state and local, 
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banking, industry and the indi- 
vidual citizen should devote them- 
selves to the rebuilding of that 
fundamental thrift which is so 
vital to the nation’s welfare.” 

» Carl M. Flora, chairman of the 
association's committee on con- 
sumer credit, said 10,600 banks in 
the country have announced plans 
to offer instalment credit service. 
This field is becoming increas- 
ingly competitive, he said, since 
other lending agencies are also 
expanding their instalment loan 
service. He cautioned against rate 
wars, which, he said, would in the 
long run reduce rates below the 
level of safe and sound operation.

'vised Gen, Miles or Col. Bratton 
that any message implementing 
‘the ‘winds’ code had been re- 
ceived by the Navy.”

Gen, Cramer said at another 
point in his memorandum he had 
“been informed that Adm. Boyes 
and other witnesses appearing be- 
fore Adm, Hewitt in the Navy in- 
quiry into the Pearl Harbor mat- 
ter, denied the receipt of an 
authentic executive ‘winds’ mes- 
sage.” : 

The Army and Navy both had 
been looking for a signal from the 
Tokyo radio to its consuls that 
there was danger of a break in 
diplomatic relations with the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Russia. 

The code the Japanese had set 
up-was to broadcast “east wind 
rain” if Japanese-American rela- 
tions were in danger, “north wind 
cloudy” on Russian relations and 
“west wind clear” on British rela- 
tions. 

Army Board’s Report. 

The army board report said: 

“The Navy received during the 
evening of Dec. 3, 1941, this mes- 
sage which when translated said, 
‘War with the United States, war 
with Britain, including the NEI 
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The board’s report went on to 
say that this “winds execute” mes- 
sage had disappeared from Navy 
files, adding “it was last seen by 
Comdr. Safford about Dec. 14, 1941, 
when he collected the papers to- 
gether with Comdr. Kramer and 
turned them over to the director 
of naval communication for use as 
evidence before the Roberts com- 
mission.” 

, At this point the board added: 

“Therefore, there can be no 
question that between the dates of 
Dec. 4 and Dec. 6, the imminence 
of war on the following Saturday 
and Sunday, Dec. 6 and 7, was 
clearcut and definite.”

Two defendants were sentenced 
to life imprisonment for their 
| part in the atrocity and two oth- 
ers given sentences of 20 years 
each in prison. The time and palce 
of the executions were not set as 
the cases first must be reviewed 
by a higher authority. 

The Japanese showed no emo- 
tion as Commodore Ben H. Wyatt, 
commander of Kwajalein § and 
president of the commission, read 


the verdict. 

The Japanese were charged with 
rounding up the five airmen, 
whose bomber had crashed on Mili 
atoll, and beheading them in sepa- 
rate executions. The defense 
pleaded that the officers were car- 
rying out orders from higher au- 
thority. 

Sentenced to die are 54-year-old 
Col. Chisato Oishi, senior officer 
on Mili, who ordered the behead- 
ing of three of the flyers; Ma). 
Otokimi Nakao, 49, commander of 
an artillery battalion, who killed 
one of the men on Oishi’s orders; 
Maj. Chojiro Takarada, infantry 
battalion commander and killer of 
another of the Americans; Navy 
Lt. Kyoshi Fueta, who ordered the 
killing of one of two airmen 
turned over to the Japanese navy 
for execution; and Army Lt. 
Yahuo Moori and Navy Warrant 
Officer Tatanichi Manako, who 
were executioners. 

Army Capt. Masaki Abe and En- 
sign Yutaka Tanaka were given 
life sentences. Lt. Yasuyoshi Ka- 
dota and Ensign Harushi Moto- 
mura received 20 years each. 

Names of the executed airmen 
never were made public.

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SYMINGTON URGES 
SURPLUS GOODS 
SALE TO VETERANS 


Wholesale Dealers Could 
Sell Under Plan Advo- 


cated at Senate Com- 


mittee Hearing.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
Wholesale dealers throughout the 
country would be authorized to 
sell surplus goods to veterans un- 
der a plan urged on Congress to- 
day by Surplus Property Admin- 
‘Astrator W. Stuart Symington. 

Symington told a Senate mili- 
tary subcom mittee that veterans 
“are not getting the property they 
want” under the present system of 
channeling surpluses through 31 
regional offices of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. 

The administrator also recom- 
mended adoption of these two 
provisions in a bill by Rep. Lyn- 
don Johnson, (Dem.), Texas. 

1. That veterans be granted a 
priority over state and loval gov- 
ernments, making them second 
only to federal agency purchasers. 

2. That veterans be permitted to 
buy surplus property for personal 
use instead of for business pur- 
poses only. 

Under Symington's plan, quali- 
fied veterans would clear their 
orders through the Veterans Ad- 
ministration and would be allowed 
to buy at wholesale prices. 

Veterans would buy with cou- 
pons provided by the Veterans’ 
Administration. Those who are 


employes, but who need certain | 


tools or equipment, could buy 
$1000 of merchandise. Those 
business or who plan to start one 
could purchase, in general, $20,000 
of goods, 

Veterans who preferred could 
continue to purchase direct from 
government disposal agencies. 

Symington said that veterans 
buying from wholesalers would 
pay perhaps 10 per cent more. He 
added: 

“This, however, seems to us to 
be outweighed by the fact that 
under the plan veterans wil] have 
thousands of outlets through 
which they can buy instead of 31.” 


LAND GRANT RAILROAD 
RATE BILL BECOMES LAW 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP)— 
President Truman signed into law 
today legislation repealing next 
Oct. 1 the’old land grant rail rates 
_ under which Government military 
property is moved at half the 
regular rates. 

The reduced rates were granted 
the Government by the railroads 
in consideration for large gifts of 
Government lands during the 
early railroad development area. 

Representative Cochran (Dem.), 
Missouri, declared in House de- 
bate that “repeal of the rate re- 
duction will cost the taxpayers 
$300,000,000 or $400,000,000 a year 
additional” for movement of Gov- 
ernment property. 


ALTON SERGEANT KILLED 
IN HAWAIIAN PLANE CRASH 


Staff Sgt. Leon F. Larson of 
Alton was listed by Army authori-

CHICAGO, Dec, 12 — Major 
league clubs will be permitted to 
play as many night games as they 
desire for another season, sched- 
uling games under the floodlights 
every night except Sundays and 
holidays. 

National and American league 
magnates, meeting in joint ses- 
sion with Commissioner A. B. 
Chandler today, disagreed a bit 
on the subject of owl baseball and 
the commissioner, in his first im- 
portant decision since he suc 
ceeded Kenesaw Mountain Landis, 
voted with the National League 
to give ball clubs local option. 

No twilight-night double-head- 
ers may be scheduled, except 
where postponements necessitate 
doubling up games and no such 
affairs can be arranged without 
the consent of the visiting clubs. 

This was about the only action 
interesting to fans to be an- 
mounced after the joint session, 
most of the time having been de- 
voted to discussion of points more 
on the political side. 

Full Program for St. Louis. 

St. Louis and Washington will 
be the cities most affected by the 
decision. The Cardinajs, Browns 
and Senators played only a few 
daylight midweek games last year 
end were the sponsors at this 
meeting of the no-limit night ball 
program. The Cardinals and 
Browns have indicated that they 
will schedule as many night games 
as possible. 

The question of whether bonus- 
@€s may be paid to players was 
tabled, to be brought up at a 
later meeting. Meantime the rule, 
permitting bonuses in _ higher 
leagues, will be in effect. 

Happy Victor on Promotion. 

Controversial promotion legis- 
lation, designed by the minors to 
take the administration of a pro- 
motion fund out of the hands of 
Chandler, ran into a snag, with 
the commissioner apparently scor- 
ing a victory. It was announced 
that the committee in charge of 
the promotion fund and plans 
would meet with the commission- 
er in his Cincinnati office to 
carry on the work. Thus it is not 
out of his hands, 

The minors’ proposal that high 
school players, classed as excep- 
tional cases, may be signed by 
professional clubs also was de- 
feated. The majors voted that no 
high school player may be nego- 
tiated with or signed by a pro- 
fessional club until his high 
school class has graduated, the 
only exception being a boy who 
has been out of school for a year 
or more, In that case he could 
apply to the commissioner, with 
consent of hig parents, and if 
the commissioner approved, the 
boy-could be signed 15 days after 
a ‘ruling by Chandler declaring 
him eligible. 

: Fund for Legion Ball. 

The leagues voted $20,000 for 
American Legion baseball, and 
decreed that the rights prescribed 
for returning service men in base- 
ball’s own GI Players’ Bill of 
Rights must be protected regard- 
less of any transfers or releases 
involving the individual player. 
The rights continue for one year 
after the returning service man 
applies for reinstatement. 

The name of National Defense 
List was changed to Military List, 
effective Dec. 15, but in effect it 
will be the same as the defense 
list, as far as player and club 
rights are concerned, 

The new comissioner was very 
cocky as he held a brief press con- 
ference after the meeting and he 
declared and repeated that there 
had been no curbing of his pow- 
ers, his head was not bloody, he 
had not been rebuffed and all 
those who had written about curb- 
ing his power would have to 
change their tune. 

He pointed out that he still had 
the right to object to any legisla- 
tion he considered detrimental; 
that if he objected, the magnates 
wouldo have to pass any such leg- 
islation a second time. It was 
explained that the original curb, 
specifying that the commissioner 
would not be permittéd to throw. 
out any legislation he considered 
detrimental to baseball, was in- 
gserted in the major league agree- 
ment shortly after Judge Landis’s 
death and before Chandler was 
elected commissioner.

in New York State, James J. 
Walker, formér Mayor of New 
York, has been awarded the Ed- 
ward J. Neil memorial plaque by 
the Boxing Writers Association of 
New York. 

Walker, who introduced the bill 
that made the sport legal 25 years 
ago, is the first non-boxer to re- 
ceive the trophy which is awarded 
annually to the individual who is 
considered to have made the great- 
est contribution to the advance- 
ment of the game.

1. The determination of the amount and character of industrial 
pital equipment unnecessary for the German peacetime economy 
hich is to be made by the Allied Control Council prior to Feb. 2, 


946, has the limited purposes of 


eliminating the existing German 


ar potential and deciding the volume of available reparation from 
e three western zones of occupation. 


A. The task of the Allied Con- 
trol’ Council is to eliminate Ger- 
man industrial capacity to pro- 
duce finished arms, ammunition, 
implements of war, aircraft and 
seagoing ships, either by remov- 
ing such capacity as reparation 
or by destroying it, and to ef- 
fectuate a drastic reduction in 
the capacities of the metallur- 
gical, machinery and chemical 
industries. The present deter- 
mination, however, is not de- 
signed to impose permanent lim- 
itations on the Germany econ- 
omy. The volume of permitted 
industrial production of a peace- 
time character will be subject 
to constant review after Feb. 2, 
1946; and final Allied decisions 
regarding restrictions to be 
maintained on German indus- 
trial capacity and production 
will not be made until the fram- 
ing of the peace settlement with 
Germany. 

B. While reparation removals 
will undoubtedly retard Ger- 
many’s economic recovery, the 
United States intends, ultimate- 
ly, in co-operation with its al- 
lies, to permit the German peo- 
ple under a peaceful democratic 
government of its own choice to 
develop their own resources and 
to work toward a higher stand- 
ard of living subject only to 
such restrictions designed to pre- 
vent production of armaments 
as may be laid down in the 
peace settlement. 

C. It is the phrases “machine 
industry” and “machine manu- 
facturing industry” in the Ber- 
lin declaration which should be 
interpreted broadly. The parallel 
language from J.C.S. 1067 cov- 
ers machine-tool, automotive 
and radio and electrical indus- 
tries. It is suggested that the 
phrases should be interpreted 
to cover “metal-working indus- 
try,” or, in British terminology, 
heavy and light engineering. 
The words “chemical industry” 
should be interpreted to include 
particularly that part of the in- 
dustry which is devoted, or can 
be readily converted, to war pro- 
duction, and to exclude the pot- 
ash and salt industries which 
should be included with extrac- 
tive industries. 


o Abide by Terms. 

2. It is in the interest of the 
nited States to abide strictly by 
he terms of the Berlin declaration 
vhich imposes a severe repara- 
ion obligation on Germany in 
prder to: 

A. Weaken effectively the eco- 
homic base from which war in- 
dustry could be derived until a 
peaceful democratic government 
is firmly established in Ger- 
many; 

B. Provide material assistance 
to United Nations countries 
which have suffered from Nazi 
aggression and which now face 
tasks of rehabilitation and re- 
construction from the damage of 
war; 

C. Insure that in the recovery 
from economic chaos left by 
war in Europe, the aggressor 
nation, Germany, shall not re- 
constitute a peacetime standard 
of living at an earlier date than 
the countries ravaged by Ger- 
man arms, 

8. The security interest of the 
nited States and its allies re- 
yuire the destruction in Germany 
pf such industrial capital equip- 
ment as cannot be removed as 
eparation and as can only be used 
or the production of armaments 
br of metallurgical, machinery or 
hemical products in excess of the 
peacetime needs of the German 
conomy. It is not, however, the 
intention of the United States 
yvantonly to destroy German 
tructures and installations which 
an readily be used for permitted 
peacetime industrial activities or 
for temporary shelter, It will evi- 
ently be necessary to destroy 
pecialized installations and struc- 
ures used in shipbuilding, air- 
‘raft, armaments, explosives and 
ertain chemicals which cannot be 
removed as reparation. Non-spe- 
ialized installations and _  struc- 
tures in the same fields may have 
to be destroyed in substantial part, 
if not desired as reparation, in

Within these limits, however, the 
reparation and security policies of 
the United States are not de- 
signed to result in punitive de- 
struction of capital equipment of 
value to the German peacetime 
economy. 
Geographical Limits. 

4. For the purpose of determin- 
Ing the industrial capacity of the 


peacetime German economy, thus 
eliminating its war potential—the 
real basis on which the amount 
and character of reparation re- 
movals are to be calculated—it 
should be assumed that the geo- 
graphical limits of Germany are 
those in conformity with provi- 
sions of the Berlin declaration, 
i.e., those of the Altreich, less the 
territory east of the Oder-Neisse 
line, 

5. The Berlin declaration fur- 
nishes as a guide to removals of 
industrial equipment as reparation 
the concept of a balanced peace- 
time German economy capable of 
providing the German people with 
a standard of living not in excess 
of the European average (exclud- 
ing the United Kingdom and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics). In the view of the Depart- 
ment of State the Berlin declara- 
tion is not intended to force a re- 
duction in German living stand- 
ards except as such reduction is 
required to enable Germany to 
meet her reparation payments. In 
effect, the Berlin declaration 
merely provides that Germany’s 
obligation to make reparation for 
the war damage not be reduced in 
order to enable Germany to main- 
tain a standard of living above 
the European average. 

The Department of State fur- 
ther interprets the standard-of- 
living criterion to refer to the 
year immediately following the 
two-year period of reparation re- 
movals. For the purpose of meet- 
ing this requirement, German in- 
dustrial capacity after reparation 
removals should be physically ca- 
pable of producing a standard of 
living equivalent to the European 
average, in, say, 1948. Given the 
difficult problems of administra- 
tion and economic organization 
which the German peacetime econ- 
omy will still face in 1948, it may 
be doubted that industrial equip- 
ment remaining in Germany at 
that time will in fact produce at 
full capacity, so that the stand- 
ard of living realized in Germany 
is likely for some time to fall 
short of the European average. 


Standard of Living. 


6. It may be assumed that the 
European standard of living in 
1948 would approximate the aver- 
age standard of living over the 
period of 1930-38. If this assump- 
tion be. adopted the German 
standard of living chosen as a 
basis for estimating industrial 
capital equipment to remain in 
Germany could be arrived at by 
use of German consumption data 
in a year in which the German 
standard of living as measured by 
national income indices most 
closely approximated the 1930-38 
average in Europe. 

The German consumption stand- 
ard in the year selected should 
be subject to adjustments up- 
wards or downwards to compen- 
sate for any over-all difference 
between the German standard in 
the year selected and the Euro- 
pean average. Past consumption 
records defined as suggested 
above are meant only as.a gen- 
eral guide. They would require 
the following further § adjust- 
ments: 

A. Provision for change in 
population between year select- 
ed and 1948, : 


B. Adjustment to allow for 
notable deviations in pattern of 
German consumption in selected 
year from normal] pattern, 


C. Allowance to enable the 
German people to make good, 
at reasonable rates of recon- 
struction, the widespread dam- 
age to buildings in Germany, 
and to the transport system as 
scaled down to meet the require- 
ments of the German peacetime 
economy. It is suggested that 
sufficient additional resources 
beyond those required to pro- 
vide the adjusted output of the 
selected year should be left to 
overcome the building shortage 


Secretary of State Says Germany’s Output 
Will Be Low, Food Scarce for 


Some Time 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP). 


OLLOWING is the text of a 
F statement by Secretary of 

State Byrnes on economic 
policy toward Germany: 


The Department of State has 
formulated a statement of its eco- 
nomic policy towards Germany 
for the guiuance of the United 
States occupying authorities and 
has transmi, :¢c that statement 
to the War Department and to 
the governments of the other oc- 
cupying powers, The fundamental 
policy was, of course, laid down 
at Potsdam. The purpose of this 
statement is to make clear the 
American conception of the mean- 
ing of the Potsdam declaration as 
it bear: on present and impend- 
ing economic issues in Germany. 


The position of Germany in the 
present world picture must be 
looked at broadly against the 
whole background of recent his- 
tory. For six years Germany has 
ruthlessly imposed war and de- 
struction on Europe and the 
world, The Nazis who ruled there 
for more than a decade are now 
defeatea, discredited and have 
been or are being rooted from 
positions of power. The final 
stages of war caused vast move- 
ments of Germans within their 
own country, and peace has per- 
mitted the return to their homes 
of millions of foreign laborers 
who had been enslaved in Ger- 
ma: Mines and factories. The 
insistence of the Nazis on con- 
tinuing the war to the bitter end 
caused enormous destruction to 
German cities, transport facilities 
and other capital of the country. 
These are the basic reasons for 
the present position of Germany, 
a position for which the Germans 
themselves are primarily respon- 
sible. German industrial produc- 
tion will for some time be low 
and her people ill-fed even if 
there were no occupation and no 
reparations program. 


Three Stages. 


Thc Potsdam declaration in- 
volves three stages in the return 
oi Germany to normal economic 
conditions. The first covers the 
German economy from the sur- 
render of the armed forces, last 
May, to at least the end of the 
present winter. In this interval 
our broad purposes are to ensure 
that our policy in Germany makes 
the maximum possibility contribu- 
tion to recovery in areas recently 
liberated from Germany and, posi- 
tively, to set up a structure that 
will provide for the future re- 
covery of Germany in conformity 
with the principles agreed at 
Potsdam, 

Within these broad objectives 
four principal immediate aims are 
these: 


Statement .Asserts Rebuilding of Peaceful 
Plants Must Not Be Permitted to Retard 
Reconstruction in Countries Which 
Suffered Aggression. 


First, to increase to the great- 
est possible extent the export of 
coal from Germany to liberated 
areas. The rate of economic re- 
covery in Europe depends upon 
the coal supplies available over 
this winter; and it is our intention 
to maintain the policy of hasten- 
ing the recovery of liberated areas, 
even at the cost of delaying recov- 
ery in Germany. 

Second, to use the months be- 
fore spring to set up and to set 
into motion, in conjunction with 
our Allies, the machinery neces- 
sary to execute the reparations 
and disarmament programs laid 
down and agreed at Potsdam. A 
considerable part of the statement 
just issued is directed to making 
clear the technical basis on which 
we believe the reparations calcu- 
lated should be made. This cal- 
culation, which requires definition 
of the initial postwar German 
economy, must be completed be- 
fore Feb. 2, 1946. 


To Set Up Agencies. 


- Third, to set up German admin- 
istrative agencies which would 
operate under close policy control 
of the occupying authorities in the 
fields of finance, transport, com- 
munications, foreign trade, and 
industry. Such agencies, explicit- 
ly required by the terms of the 
Potsdam agreement, must operate 
if Germany is to be treated as an 
economic unit, and if we are to 
move forward to German recovery 
and to the eventual termination 
of military occupation. 


Fourth, to prevent mass starva- 
tion in Germany. Throughout Eu- 
rope there are many areas where 
the level of diet is at or close to 
starvation. In terms of world sup- 
ply and of food shipments from 
the United States, liberated areas 
must enjoy a higher priority than 
Germany throughout this first 
postwar winter. The United States 
policy, in collaboration with its 
allies, is to see that sufficient food 
is available in Germany to avoid 
mass starvation, At the moment 
the calory level for the normal 
German consumer has been es- 
tablished at 1550 per day. This 
requires substantial imports of 
foodstuffs into Germany, especial- 
ly of wheat; and for its own zones 
of Germany, and Berlin, the Unit- 
ed States is now importing wheat 
to achieve this level. A large portion 
of the German population has been 


eating more than 1550 calories 


daily, either because they can sup- 
plement the ration from foodstuffs 
available in the countryside, or 
because their work justifies a ra- 
tion level higher than that of the 
normal consumer, as in the case 
of coal miners. In the major 
cities, and especially Berlin, how- 
ever, a food problem exists and is 
particularly severe during the 
winter months. 1550 calories is 
not sufficient to sustain in health 
a population over a long period of 
time, but as a basic level for the 
normal consumer it should prevent 
mass starvation in Germany this 
winter. If a higher level for the 
normal consumer is judged to be 
required and if it is justified by 
food standards in liberated areas, 
the ration level in Germany may 
be raised by agreement among 
the four occupying powers. 


Hard Winter. 


In short, this will be an exceed- 
ingly hard winter for Germany, 
although only slightly more dif- 
ficult than for certain of the lib- 
erated areas. A softening of 
American policy towards the feed- 
ing of German civilians and to- 
wards the allocation of coal ex- 
ports from Germany, while it 
would ease the difficult task of 
the four occupying authorities, 
could largely be at the expense 
of the liberated areas. We are, 
however, constructively preparing 
for the second stage in German 
economic policy, which should be- 
gin some time next spring. 

In this second stage it is en- 
visaged that Germany will grad- 
ually recover. Simultaneously 
with the removal of plants under 
preparation, plants will be ear- 
marked for retention; and as fuel 
and raw materials become avail- 
able, German industry which is 
permitted to remain will be grad- 
ually reactivated and the broken 
transport system revived. Although 
coal exports from Germany will 
continue, the probable expansion 
in coal output should permit larg- 
er allocations in coal to the Ger- 
man economy, after the end of 
the winter. German industrial 
production will then increase and 
German exports should begin to 
approach a level where they can 
finance necessary imports, and 
gradually to repay the occupying 
powers for their outlays in the 
present emergency period. 

Third Stage Pictured. 

The third stage of economic 

development will follow after the 


period of reparation removals 
which under the terms of the 
Potsdam declaration must be com- 
pleted by Feb. 2, 1948. The re- 
sources left to Germany at that 
time will be available to promote 
improvement of the German 
standard of living to a level equal 
to that of the rest of continental 
Europe other than the _ Soviet 
Union and the United Kingdom. 
Housing and transport will re- 
cover more rapidly than in the 
previous stages of economic de- 
velopment. In general, the Ger- 
man people will during this pe- 
riod recover control over their 
economy subject to such residual 
limitations as the occupying pow- 
ers decide to impose. These limi- 
tations which will be determined 
by agreement among the occupy- 
ing powers, should, in the opin- 
ion of this Government, be de- 
signed primarily to prevent Ger- 
man rearmament and not to re- 
strict or reduce the German 
Standard of living. 


In all these stages it must be 


borne in mind that the present 
occupying powers, as well as 
many other nations, have suffered 
severely from German aggression: 
have played a large role in the 
German defeat, and have an en- 
during interest in the postwar set- 
tlement of Germany. The settle- 
ment agreed at Potsdam requires 
the shifting of boundaries in the 
east, and the movement of several 
million Germans from other coun- 
tries. That settlement also re- 
quires, in the interests of Euro- 
pean rehabilitation and security, 
the removal from Germany of a 
large part of the industrial war- 
making capacity which never 
served the German civilian, but 
which, from 1933 on, served to 
prepare for war and to make war. 
In the words of the Potsdam dec- 
laration: “It is not the intention 
of the Allies to destroy or enslave 
the German people. It is the in- 
tention of the Allies that the Ger- 
man people be given the opportu- 


nity to prepare for the eventual | 


reconstruction of their life on a 
democratic and peaceful basis. If 
their own efforts are steadily di- 
rected to this end, it will be possi- 
ble for them in due course to take 
their place among the free and 
peaceful peoples of the world.”

Balanced Position. 

7. In planning the peacetime 
Germany economy, the interests 
of the United States are confined 
to the industrial disarmament of 
Germany and to the provision of 
a balanced economic position at 
the standard of living indicated. 
The United States does not seek 
to eliminate or weaken German 
industries of a peaceful character, 
in which Germany has produced 
effectively for world markets, for 
the purpose of protecting Ameri- 
can markets from German goods, 
aiding American exports, or for 
any other selfish advantage. Sim- 
ilarly the United States is opposed 
to the attempt of any other coun- 
try to use the industrial disarma- 
ment plan of the Berlin declara- 
tion to its own commercial ends 
at the expense of a peacetime Ger- 
man economy. It is our desire to 
see Germany’s economy geared to 
a world system and not an au- 
tarchical system,

removals for reparation purposes, 
the United States should not ap- 
prove removals on such a scale 
that Germany would be unable, 
owing to a shortage of capital 
equipment, to export goods in suf- 
ficient quantities to pay for es- 
sential imports. Thus capacity 
should be left to enable Germany 
to produce for export goods which 
yield enough foreign exchange to 
pay for the imports, required for 
a standard of living equal to the 
average in Europe, excluding the 
United Kingdom and the Union 


of Soviet Socialist Republics. In 


uses. | 
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this connection, the following 
points should be stressed. 


A. In determining the amount 
of capital equipment to be re- 
tained in Germany, provision 
need be made for capacity to 
produce exports sufficient to pay 
for estimated current imports. 
No allowance should be made in 
German export industry to pro- 
vide capacity to pay for ex- 
ternally incurred occupation 
costs, including imports of goods 
consumed by forces of occupa- 
tion, and troop pay not expended 
in Germany. 


B. The provision in the Berlin 
declaration which stipulates that 
in organizing the German 
economy “primary emphasis 
shall be given to the develop- 
ment of agricultural and peace- 
ful domestic industries” requires 
that maximum possible _pro- 
visions be made for exports 
from sources other than the 
metal, machinery and chemical 
and chemical industries. 


C. It is implicitly recognized 
in the Berlin declaration that 
the policy of industrial capital 
equipment removals and the re- 


striction of exports in the fields 
of metals, machinery and chem- 
icals will require countries 
which have previously depended 
on Germany as a source of these 
products to obtain them else- 
where. Since capacity in the 
metal, machinery and chemical 
industries in excess of German 
peacetime needs is to be trans- 
ferred to countries entitled to 
receive reparation from Ger- 
many, it is expected that the 
industrial capacity lost in Ger- 
many will after an interval be 
recovered in large part else- 
where in the world, and for the 
most part in Europe. But it 
should be borne in mind that the 
industry destroyed by the Ger- 
mans will not be sufficient to 
meet the prewar demand. It 
should be emphasized however, 
that any effort toward industrial 
recovery in Germany must not 
be permitted to retard recon- 
struction in European countries 
which have suffered from Ger- 
man aggression.

into the market place, some families 
in Europe are going to find life a lit- 
tle more worth living this winter. 

I’m no philosopher, but I’ve got a 
hunch it’s guys like that prof who are 
going to make our victory mean some- 
thing worthwhile. We could all do well 
to follow his example in our own neigh- 
borhoods.

Ford and the UAW 


At first glance, the United Aute Workers’ pro- 
posal to the Ford Motor Co. may look like an 
unexpected combination of masterful union stra- 
tegy and the opening of a new era of labor re- 
lations. 

UAW’'s first interest is in a contract with Ford 
that can be used as a lever in negotiations with 
GM, which has canceled its contract, and Chrys- 
ler, with an expired contract. The union knows 
that both Chrysler and GM fear Ford’s produc- 
tion advantage after the first of the year, when 
the excess profits tax expires. UAW’s second in- 
terest is in influencing both Congress and the 
public against what CIO considers strait-jacket 


- legislation, by coming forward with proof of la- 


bor’s sense of obligation to management, when 
management is co-operative. « 

But far deeper than any considerations of cur- 
rent union strategy lie the harmonious relations 
between the Ford Motor Co. and organized la- 
bor. It is still possible, though unlikely, that 
negotiations between the two might founder on 
one of the many bargaining points before a new 
contract is signed. What is important to all in- 
dustry, to the public, to labor itself, however, is 
that a formula for solving one of our most seri- 
ous industrial dilemmas—the wildcat strike that 
threatens the sanctity of contracts—has not been 
advanced by the Administration, or by Con- 
gress, or by the labor-management conference, 
but by one union and one industry working out 
their mutual difficulties together. 

UAW considers that it has had fair treatment 
from Ford. It offers, in exchange, fair treat- 
ment in the form of safeguards against unex- 
pected halts in production. Not only is it pro- 
posing that wildcat strikers be automatically 
penalized by management fines of $3 a day for 
first offenders, $5 a day for second, but that 
those guilty of “instigating, fomenting or giving 
leadership” to an unauthorized stoppage of work 
shall be subject to discharge. 

Further, UAW is not going to ask Ford at the 
present time, as it has asked GM, to put “the 
arithmetic on the table,” as Walter Reuther ex- 
pressed it, and prove that it cannot pay a 30 per 
cent wage increase. Since Ford is considering a 
profit-sharing plan, since pension provisions and 
increased vacation allowances may be discussed 
during the course of present discussions, there 
may be no flat 30 per cent demand made to Ford 
at all. 

Before V-J day, informal, very amicable wage 
negotiations were going on between Ford execu- 
tives and the workers’ representatives. It was 
well known that the union-busting days of Harry 
Bennett and his brutal Ford police were over, 


and that the company planned postwar co-opera- 


tion with its employes. 

Finally, in mid-October, Henry Ford II in- 
vited UAW leaders to talk things over with him. 
They talked as friends about wages and plans, 
complaints and mutual goals, and wound up tell- 
ing a few stories. It was against this kind of 
background that Ford proposed late last month 
that the UAW pay $5 per man for illegal strikes. 

UAW, instead of crying coercion, thoughtfully 
took the matter under advisement, expressing 
willingness to work out some system of indus- 
trial security, The UAW counter-proposal rea- 
sonably argues that fining the union would put 
unscrupulous members in a position to bankrupt 
it—thus penalizing all members—but that it be- 
lieves members themselves should bear the pen- 
alty if they violate a contract with an industry 
that has given their interests every considera- 
tion. 

It is a little too early to herald a new era 
in which the Golden Rule prevails. Yet here is 
certainly further earnest that more unions may 
be willing to take mature responsibility for ex- 
cesses of their members, provided management 
gives continued evidence of good faith. The 
progress made thus far on the Ford-UAW formu- 
la is a reproach alike to union-baiting manage- 
ment and to unions that want all the bargaining 
down a one-way street.

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Stassen Reminds the Nation 

Former Gov. Stassen of Minnesota applies 
statesmanship jo colonialism when he -suggests 
that the Unitéd States ask the British and Dutch 
to cease their war against the Javanese and 
call for a United Nations investigation into the 
causes of the trouble in Indonesia. 

Almost as much has been suggested, in fact, 
from within the British Labor Government itself. 
Dr. Leslie Haden Guest, a Labor member, pro- 
posed to Parliament that Britain consult with 
the United States, Russia and other major allies 
on the Indonesian question. 

The United States has already offered, through 
John Carter Vincent, director of the State De- 
partment’s Office of Far Eastern Affairs, to 
participate in attempts at an Indonesian settle- 
ment. That was two months ago. The Indo- 
nesian Nationalists have appealed to President 
Truman by radio from Batavia to intervene in 
the interests of peace. Yet this great nation, 
a professed believer in internationalism, looks 
out of the window while internationalism takes 
a bloody beating in the East Indies. 

We said at San Francisco that we believed 
all the nations of the world should act in concert 
—that what affects any one of them affects every 
ene of them. By our passive acceptance of the 
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wrongs that are being committed in Java, we are 
repudiating everything we pledged ourselves to 
at San Francisco, Harold Stassen's is the voice 
of the American conscience calling it to its post 
of duty in a single world: 
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Gen. Hawley and One-Stop Center 

Maj. Gen. Paul R. Hawley, Surgeon General of 
the United States Veterans’ Administration, said 
in St. Louis yesterday that the out-patient clinic 
already authorized by the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion for downtown St. Louis “definitely” belongs 
in the one-stop community service center for 
veterans at Kiel Auditorium, proposed by the 
Post-Dispatch. If common sense were not enough, 
here is the highest authority. 

With considerable vigor, Gen. Hawley urged 
that such a center be organized, so that all 
the services needed by returning veterans can 
be brought together. In his own field, he has 
found that Veterans’ Administration facilities, 
acting as isolated entities, are not sufficient to 
meet the medical needs of returning veterans. 
He is mobilizing private medical facilities, in- 
cluding the best academic medicine, to act in 
close conjunction with Veterans’ Administration 
medicine. 

It is apparent to Gen. Hawley, as it should 
be to everyone, that the same method he is ap- 
plying to veterans’ medicine must be applied 
to housing, paper-work, job-finding and other 
problems faced by returning veterans. 

Fortunately, heads of the agencies serving 
veterans in St. Louis already have indicated a 
general willingness to bring their services to- 
gether at Kiel Auditorium. Tomorrow afternoon 
the board of directors of the Veterans’ Informa- 


‘tion and Referral Center is to consider the pro- 


posal by Col. John J. Griffin, president, that a 
request for use of Kiel Auditorium and for city 
funds to assist in the operation of a really uni- 
fied veterans’ center there be sent to Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann. Individually, a majority of 
the board members have expressed a willing- 
ness to make the request, which has the Mayor’s 
beforehand assurance that it will be granted. 

Final action then will be up to the agencies 
themselves. They must move swiftly, in the face 
of a mounting tidal wave of veterans returning, 
to implement their general willingness with spe- 
cific acts, They must move desks and chairs— 
and men and women—into Kiel Auditorium, and 
get down to the task at hand. In doing the job 
they will put aside exclusiveness, worn-groove 
thinking and petty pride, for greatness of imag- 
ination, energy and solid accomplishment, and 
they will be happy for the change. 
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People vs. Legislators 

When two Republican State Senators walked 
out of the meeting of the committee meeting 
yesterday, thus breaking a quorum, legislative 
action on the highly important bill to create a 
State Revenue Department was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

In this walkout, as well as in other opposition 
to the measure, is seen the fine Ozarkian hand 
of State Auditor Forrest Smith. If a State 


‘Revenue Department were created, Smith would 
lose his present extensive patronage and would 


thus cease to be an important political factor. 

Of course, the people, when they voted for the 
new Constitution, approved executive reorganiza- 
tion, which has long been badly needed in Mis- 
souri. But in this, as well as in many other mat- 
ters, a large number of legislators are sternly 
opposed to letting the people have their way. 

Theoretically, Missouri adheres to the demo- 
cratic form of government, but the practical ap- 
plication of the principle in Jefferson City is 
often not visible to the naked eye. 
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The Republican platform conference at Chi- 
cago has fixed the party’s position pretty def- 
initely at a little to the right of right. 
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Back to the 90s? 


Devoted to modernism as we are, it must be 
conceded occasionally that some things were or- 
dered better in the old days.

It had sawdust 
on the floors, a mangy cat or two, an atmos- 
phere in which the fumes of alcohol blended 
nicely into the odors of wiener schnitzel and 
sauerkraut and pickles (all free), Or, of a dif- 
ferent type, the barroom paneled in dark wal- 
nut, with leather chairs and a luscious oil, usually 
depicting Venus rising from the foam or Cus- 
ter’s last stand. In both cases, the bartenders 
did not look like soda-jerkers, but like the mus- 
tachioed he-men they were. 

Perhaps, in these and other matters, we ought 
to concede that father’s age knew best, 
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So far as housing is concerned, it looks like 
those who said that nothing was too good for 
our heroes really meant “nothing.”

Jackie Robinson, a Negro ballplayer signed for a Brooklyn farm, 
is the first athlete of his race in modern organized baseball, writer 
of says; tolerance in the ball park is seen as significant for America; 
issue is not color of his skin, but simply: “Can Robinson play ball?”

A Negro named Jackie Robinson may 
well become one of the stouter bulwarks 
of a tolerant and understanding America 
along about next April. Robinson has just 
signed up with the Montreal team of the 
International League. 


Montreal, in baseball] parlance, is a Brook- 
lyn farm—if a player makes good in Mon- 
treal, the gates of Flatbush are likely to 
be flung wide for him, and garlands of 
ailanthus leaves showered at his feet, 


There is no present indication that such 
attention, if he ever comes to merit it, will 
go to Robinson’s head. There is every in- 
dication that it will not. Robinson knows 
what he is up against, or put it a little 
more accurately, what is up against him. 


Not a Crusader 


Robinson will be the first Negro player 
in modern organized baseball], according to 
Al Laney of the New York Herald Tribune 
sports staff, who interviewed him the other 
day. Robinson opened his heart to Mr. 
Laney. Said he: 


“I know that I will take a tongue beat- 
ing. That I can take, At least I think I 
can take it, And I am due for a terrible 
riding from the bench jockeys all around 
the International League circuit if I am 
good enough really to play with Montreal 
all summer. I know about the riding 
white players give one another and I am 
sure it will be much worse for me.” 


Robinson makes it clear that he is going 
into Glass AA ball as a ball-player and not 
as a crusader, Rather, he will crusade by 


not crusading. He has seen tolerance breed — 


tolerance before, 


He played football for U.C.L.A, and has 
confronted the brawniest that Southern 
Methodist, Texas Christian and Texas A. 
and M, had to offer. No individual among 
his opponents screamed to the white man’s 
God about “white supremacy” or made any 
lustier passes at Robinson than the tactics 
of the game demanded, Robinson ought 
to know. 


“They played hard football,” he says, “and 
really gave me a smacking at times, but 
I can say with perfect honesty that there 
never was the slightest thing to indicate 
that they were giving me the business 
because I was a Negro.” 


Invited by Southerners 


Later he played in the All-Star game in 
Chicago with a team that included “half a 
dozen Southern boys.” Of this experience 
he says: 


“The first few days in camp there was 
a slight tension. I noticed it and kept to 
myself. When the other boys would play 
poker I would sit around by myself read- 
ing a magazine, On about the fourth day 
these Southern boys came to me in a group 
and asked me to join their game, After 
that we were friends, everything was en- 
tirely natural, and there was no reatraint. 
And I want to say that, in the game, these 
Southern boys gave me the best blocking 
I ever had,” 

Laney, exploring all sides of the issue 
as a good reporter should, asked Robinson 
“what this proved with regard to his 


coming baseball career.” Robinson said, 
“It proves, or at least it indicates to me, 
that once the ice is broken and the idea 
accepted, the thing is entirely possible.” 


Of course the thing is entirely possible. 
It is absolutely inevitable if America is go- 
ing to live up to its high protestations of 
democracy. And there is no better place to 
begin it than on a baseball diamond, 


What Two-Bagger Would Do

Ten thousand ball-park customers roar- 
ing their approbation of a slashing two- 
bagger from Jackie Robinson’s bat will 
mean more for American democracy than 
10,000 other Americans applauding Hazel 
Scott’s piano-playing (not in “Constitution” 
Hall) or Paul Robeson’s acting—and Hazel 
Scott and Robeson would be the first to 
admit it, 

Last winter Robeson made an eloquent 
plea for the admission of Negro players 
into big-time baseball. A committee of 10 
appointed by Mayor La Guardia of New 
York City recently reported that “sheer 
prejudice and tradition” have heretofore 
motivated the exclusion of Negroes from 
organized baseball. 

Of those 10,000 ball-park spectators, prob- 
ably only a small proportion will be familiar 
with “Native Son” or “Black Boy” or “If 
He Hollers Let Him Go.” A higher per- 
centage, thanks to a golden platterful of 
publicity from Boston, will know something 
about “Strange Fruit.” 

“There is no possible chance that I will 
funk it or quit before the end for any 
other reason than that I am not a good 
enough ball player, That is the only thing 
I could be mistaken about. The other things 
I know.” So concludes Jackie Robinson. 


Whether Jackie Robinson is or is not 
a good ballplayer is the only question at

HORRENDOUS PICTURE OF TVA

In that case, it behooves those of the 
5,000,000 or so of us here who have anxious 
relatives in the West to inform them post- 
haste that our plight is not quite pitiful. 
That our economy is doing very well. That 
our politics is about as harum-scarum as 
usual. And that socially we are neither 
subverted nor perverted. 

As for Mr. Macleay, he ought to try that 
speech in Nashville, or Chattanooga, or 
Tupelo, Miss. The laughter would be tonic 
to his sagacity — and perhaps to his 
veracity. 


Camera Story of Victory 
Depicts War’s Last Year 


“UT. 8S. Camera: 1946," Edited by Tom Maloney. 
(UC. S. Camera Publishing Corp.—Duell, Sloan & 
Pearce, New York.) 

The new edition of this annual, largest 
volume of the series to date, is a report on 
victory. Since the photographer went wher- 
ever the fighting man went, there is ample 
material for such a report; so much mate- 
rial, in fact, as to make the task of se- 
lecting representative pictures a formidable 
one. The task has been so well performed 
as to produce an admirable historical rec- 
ord of the war’s final year and its climax. 

Certain photographs, because of the cru- 
cial events portrayed, and their frequent 
reproduction in newspapers, picture maga- 
zines and news reels, have become symbols 
of high points in war history. They are 
preserved here: the flag-raising on Iwo, 
Mussolini's corpse hung by the heels, the 
stacks of emaciated dead in the Nazi mur- 
der camps, the towering mushroom of cloud 
that opened the Atomic Age, the glum Ger- 
man envoys surrendering at Reims and the 
polite Japs aboard the Missouri. 

Another such epochal scene was recorded 
by the camera too late for this volume: the 
20 ex-supermen in the prisoner's dock at 
Nuernberg.

Turning the book's large pages brings 
back many other events of the year: Bomb- 
ers, with vapor plumes streaking behind, 
on their knock-out missions, Cities in ruins: 
Cologne, Manila, Ulm, Tokyo, Berlin; and 
cities in particles: Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
Marines storming ashore on island beaches. 
Unshaven, dog-tired Gls in Germany, and 
the gaunt Wainwright after his rescue. 
Personages planning for victory and world 
peace at Teheran, San Francisco, Potsdam, 
Plunging Kamikaze planes, with their aft- 
ermath of twisted steel and mutilated men. 
Doughboys enjoying the Alpine view at 
Berchtesgaden. Files of civilian refugees, 
and pages of hungry children. Ecstatic 
prisoners freed from Japanese camps, and 
sober Japs behind barbed wire. Stricken 
faces along the line of the Roosevelt funeral 
procession, 

In short, these pages record the kaleido- 
scope of victory, with its relief and jubila- 
tion, but also with a candid accounting of 
the tremendous cost at which it was won. 

In addition to many pictures by military 
cameramen, virtually all the photo services 
are represented in the collection. Some of 
the finest naval scenes are the work of the 
noted photographer, Capt. Edward Steichen, 
U.S.N.R., who selected the pictures that

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The Mystery of Gen: Giraud 


CROWDED COLLEGES 
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My own opinion is that the most 
likely explanation is that Giraud 
was allowed to escape by the Ger- 


mans in order to insure the as- 
eendancy in France of their ideo- 
logical friends instead of the De 
Gaullists. This has seemed all the 
more plausible lately because the 
end of the war, which has caused 
20 many underground exploits to 
be revealed, has not brought out 
any account of Giraud’s escape. 
Its nature does not seem to have 
been of a kind for which anyone 
wants to claim credit. 


Work of One Group. 


If Giraud wag allowed to escape 
by Germans, that would not mean 
that German leaders as a whole 
had decided upon this ruse. More 
probably a single group deter- 
mined upon it and carried it out 
on its own initiative. It might 
have been the Nazis, or the Reichs- 
wehr, or the industrialists, or, per- 
haps, Adm. Canaris’s intelligence 
service. 

The fact that one group of Ger- 
mans may have engineered an es- 
cape which other Germans would 
regard with disapproval would ac- 
count for such passages as the ap- 
parent German attempt to force 
France to return Giraud—and the 
failure to get him back, in spite 
of the strangle-hold Germany pos- 
sessed over France. 


This episode could be explained 
as an elaborate comedy,’ acted 
out to give Giraud the prominence 
he needed to play the role de- 
signed for him; or, alternatively, 
as an action instituted by Ger- 
Man groups which were not in the 
original plot and so, not under- 
standing what it was all about, 
tried to reverse the “escape” until 
those elements which had con- 
trived it managed to check their 
efforts; or a mixture of both.

A. T. Steele of the New York 
Herald Tribune has completed a 
tour of Java, Siam, Burma, Ma- 
laya and French Indo-China, which 
he knew well before the war.

Silence Lends Consent. 


Nothing must be allowed to in- 
terfere with carrying out the 
terms of that pact next year in 
such a way that the Philippines 
will be able eventually to gain 
their economic independence. Both 
President Roosevelt and President 
Truman have stated unequivocally 
that we would live up to the Phil-. 
ippine compact. 

But if we are not directly in- 
volved in the bloody business of 
Java and Indo-China, our position 
is a negative one and therefore 
open to question. By our curious 
silence, we seem to lend consent. 

On the basis of his observation, 
Reporter Steele brushes aside the 
conventional explanations and 
apologies for Allied conduct since 
V-J day. He found that they sim- 
ply do not stand up under an on- 
the-spot examination. 

“We are only fooling ourselves 
if we try simply to explain away 
the epidemic of nationalism as a 
great and sinister Japanese coup,” 
he writes. “Obviously the Japa- 
nese added moral and material 
fuel to the fires. But it is equally 
evident that the foundation of this 
movement is the genuine aspira- 
tion of peoples to free themselves 
once and for all.” 


Reporters as Prophets. 


We can take a justifiable pride 
in the traditions of American re- 
porting. Long before the chancel- 
leries of the world were aware of 
the threat of the crazy paper- 
hanger named Hitler, American 
reporters were interpreting his 
rise in terms of possible world 
disaster.

It is human nature to try to 
shut out unpleasant truths.

TENANT FARMERS’ UNION 
URGES LAND FOR LANDLESS 


Establishment Of a new govern- 
ment land policy to “restore the 
landless to the land” was urged 
this morning by 300 delegates of 
the Southern Tenant Farmers’ 
Union, which opened its twelfth 
annual convention yesterday at 
St. Peter’s Episcopal Church, 224 
North Spring avenue. 

“It is reported that 82 million 
acres of land have been brought 
into cultivation since 1940,” a re- 
port by the executive council said. 
“There are more millions of acres 
of farm land that coulg be brought 
into production by proper irriga- 
tion and drainage. There are 
millions of acres now classed 
submarginal that could Be re- 
claimed for farming purposes.” 

The ownership and control of 
this land are in the hands of com- 
mercial farm interests, the coun- 
cil stated, adding that these hold- 
ings should be “broken up” by the 
government in order to enable the 
landless farm population to be re- 
established on farms of their own, 


600 Aboard Liner for England, 
NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP)—The 
Queen Elizabeth sailed last night 
for England carrying more than 
600 passengers. It was the largest 
group of civilians to go aboard 
since the end of the war. Lord 
and Lady John Maynard Keynes 
were on the passenger list.

Britain’s Thankless Task.

Youths Placed on Probation 
to Make Good Damages to 
Automobiles. 


Three youths who had spent 
three months driving around the 
country in stolen automobiles, to- 
day had a price of $1900 put on 
their joyride by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Richard M. Duncan. 

After the three had pleaded guil- 
ty of violating the Dyer Act by 
transporting a stolen automobile 
from Denver, Colo. to Macon county, 
Mo., where they were arrested Oct. 


8, Judge Duncan put them on pro- 
bation for five years. At the end 
of the five years, if they have not 
paid $1900, which was the amount 
paid the owners of the automobiles 
by insurance companies, for dam- 
age done to the machines by the 
youths, Judge Duncan said he 
would send them all to the federal 
penitentiary. 

“I have tried to rehabilitate 
young men without sending them 
to the penitentiary,” Judge Dun- 
can said, “but I have about con- 
cluded that it has done little good. 
Now we will try something differ- 
ent.” The three youths were J. D. 
Gore, 19 years old, of Livingston, 
Tenn.; Doyle Langford, 18, of Hil- 
ham, Tenn., and Orvis Brown, 18, 
of Dayton, Ohio. 


‘COMPROMISE ON AIRLINE RATE, 
SCHEDULE FOR ATLANTIC TRIPS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12 (AP).— 
The trans-Atlantic airline rate and 
schedule dispute reached a com- 
promise today pending next 
month’s meeting here of the In- 
ternational Air Transport Asso- 
ciation. 

The British Government agreed 
to let American companies take 14 
flights a week from New York to 
London at the prewar rate of 
$375. 

Pan American World Airways, 
which had cut its rate to $275 and 
announced a five-a-week flight 
schedule, only to have the British 
retaliate by cutting flights to two 
a week, accepted the $375 com- 
promise.

operated but owned by the Nazi 
government. 

“The order of July 5,” he testi- 
fied, “called for effective action, 
but the dominant philosophy 
among those charged with carry- 
ing it out seems to be that Far- 
ben should be dealt with just as 
all] other German industries, 

“Another factor is that the pro- 
duction control agency, the group 
responsible for getting essential 
German production going again, 
wanted to use Farben plants. 

“A leading member of the pro- 
duction control agency actually 
expressed his distress at the pro- 
gram, asking me, ‘How can I be 
expected to produce if I can't 
use Nazis, and the German carte! 
mechanism ?’ 

“We actually found ourselves 
approached by the control officer 
for Farben, who asked for the re- 
lease from prison of certain key 
Farben men in order that they 
could be employed at very high 
salaries. And we were asked if 
it would not be possible to devise 
a plan so that their salaries 
would not have to be blocked.” 
For Destroying Farben. 

In response to a question by Sen- 
ator Harley M. Kilgore (Dem.), 
West Virginia, chairman of the 


subcommittee, who asked if the 
immediate problem was not to see 
that Farben is destroyed physical- 


ly, not just as a legal entity, Col. 
Bernstein replied briefly that he 
agreed fully. 

Asked why progress in the Al- 
lied Control Council toward break- 
ing up the Farben trust had been 
slow, Col. Bernstein replied: 

“We need a full grown organiza- 
tion of men fully sympathetic with 
our policy to carry on the job. 
Then we must realize that we are 
dealing with three other countries 
and there .are differences of 
opinion, particularly as they re- 
late to cartels.” 

He spoke of the opinion held by 
many English industrialists that a 
strong Germany should emerge in 
the peace. Without naming those 
in the American group of the con- 
trol council who may be responsi- 
ble for delay in carrying out the 
destruction of German industry, he 
did mention by name two of the 
six members of the advisory board 
set up to supervise execution of 
the July 5 order for breaking up 
the Farben network. 

These were Rufus J. Wysor, for- 
mer president of the Republic 
Steel Co., and Maj. Gen. William 


H. Draper, a former partner in the 
New York investment banking 


firm, Dillon, Read & Co., which 
assisted after the last war in fi- 
nancing rebuilding of the German 
steel industry, These were the 
only two names he mentioned, 
other than his own, as members of 
the advisory group, 

Wysor and Gen, Draper were 
members of the so-called Draper- 
Hoover Committee, which reported 
some weeks ago that the Potsdam 
plan for de-industrialization of 
Germany wouldn’t work. That 
group held that Germany should 
be permitted an industrial system 
which would enable it to maintain 
its exports at about the prewar 
level, 


Huge Industrial System. 


One factor not generally known 
and usually ignored in considering 
Germany’s present war production 
potential, Col. Bernstein said, is 
that its capacity, even during the 
war, was so great that generally 
its plants operated on a one-shift 
basis, against the round-the-clock 
shifts resorted to in this country 
and England. 

The American Air Forces did a 
“magnificent job,” he conceded, 
but his view was that its job was 
not to destroy German war plants, 
but to break down the German 
economy, temporarily. It succeed- 
ed in that, he thought, by knock- 
ing out the German transportation 
system, halting the movement of 
Ruhr coal to war plants, and by 
interrupting the production of syn- 
thetic oil and gasoline. 

But, he said, even the synthetic 
oi] plants were put back in opera- 


tion in six weeks, and once there 
is adequate coal] and the means to 
transport it, the great bulk of Ger- 
man war plants could soon be 
back in operation. 


Farben’s ‘New Order.’ 


Bernstein previously had de- 
scribed the document “New 
Order,” which he said represented 
the ideas of the German trust. 
He said it had these four objec- 
tives: 

1. To insure the full co-opera- 
tion of the chemical companies 
of the conquered countries in 
producing for the Wehrmacht. 

2. The complete incorpora- 
tion of the chemical industries 
of Europe, including the Brit- 
ish Empire, within the frame- 
work of Hitler’s new order. 

3. The elimination of United 
States competition in the world 
market. 


4. Preparation for the use of 
the economic warfare weapons 
of cartels, capital investments 
and know-how in anticipation of 
a possible conflict between the 
United States and Germany. 
Col. Bernstein quoted a Farben 

officer, Dr. Von Schnitzler, as say- 
ing that when the new order was 
drawn up, Germany was looking 
to the overwhelming downfall of 
France and the capitulation of 
England. 

“It must be remembered,” Von 
Schnitzler said, “that- we knew 
well the aims and policies of the 
(German) government and we 
knew that it was the intention of 
the government to improve its

Economical

ILD flavored pale colored 
M veal responds beautifully to 

a barbecue treatment, The 
acid in the catsup together with 
cooking moist heat in a covered 
cooker breaks down the connec- 
tive tissues which makes veal 
tough. If catsup is not at hand, 
one cup of canned tomato juice, 
one-fourth cup vinegar, and one 
teaspoon of chili powder may be 
used instead. The use of vege- 
tables’ liquids for extending gravy 
is also a good practice. Liquid 
from cooked carrots, celery, or 
potatoes is especially harmonious 
with meat flavor and also in- 
creases the mineral value of the 
gravy. Baked potatoes are rec- 
ommended to go with these tasty 
chops because they not only eat 
well with them but they can be 
baked in the oven at the same 
time if good sized potatoes weigh- 
ing ten ounces are chosen. And 
if the skillet is good looking, and 
is placed on a large chop plate, 
the potatoes can nestle close up 
around the skillet to keep blister- 
ing hot. But remember to crack 
them open so they puff away the 
excess steam and come ,march- 
ing to the table lightly, mealy and 
white. 

Barbecued Veal Chops 


Three tablespoons shortening, 
four veal chops, shoulder or loin; 
one and one-half tablespoons 
Worcestershire sauce, one-third 
cup catsup, three-fourths cup hot 
water. 

Heat shortening in heavy skil- 
let, brown chops quickly to a light 
brown on both sides. Combine re- 
maining ingredients and pour over 
chops. Cover skillet with a well- 
fitting lid and place in a 350 de- 
gree oven for 30 minutes. At the 
end of that time, remove lid, turn 
chops to other side, reduce heat 
to 300 degrees, again cover skillet 
and return to oven for another 30 
minutes. Remove chops to a hot 


platter and serve with sauce from 


pan, If the sauce has become a 
little too dry, add one-half cup of 
water bouillon in vegetable liquid 
and heat, stirring to mix ingredi- 
ents well. Serves four.

Treatment 
Of Boils and 


Carbuncles 


NFECTIONS in small abra- 
[sions or about the roots of hairs 

by the staphylicoccus germs are 
the cause for the development of 
a carbuncle. Occasionally in older 
people such diseases as diabetes 
and Bright's disease predispose to 
carbuncle formation. This is made 
possible by lowered: resistance 
which favors germ invasion. A 
carbuncle is just a large boil and 
differs mainly in that the infec- 
tion is not localized in one “‘pock- 
et” but has several areas at the 
same time. The area may be two 
to six inches across with swelling, 
redness, pain, pus formation and 
moderate to severe systematic re- 


action. 
* + * 


THE PUS BREAKS through at 
several points and the base of the 
carbuncle is hard and firm with 
generalized tenderness. The car- 
buncle may slough and spread to 
surrounding tissue. When this oc- 
curs toxic symptoms appear and 
in debilitated or old individuals 
proves very serious, 


Most carbuncles get well, but 
none should be treated lightly es- 
pecially in persons suffering from 
any chronic disease or up in 
years. The most common site is 
the neck and back. An occasional 
site is the upper lip and this !s 
especially dangérous due to the 
fact that the vein (vessel) which 
drains the upper lip area also con- 
nects with a vein entering the 
cranial cavity. This may give rise 
to clotting in the large venous 
sinuses enclosed in the coverings 
of the brain. Then again blood 
stream infection (technically 
called septicemia) is a possibility 
as is infection of the brain or its 
membranes.

FORTUNATELY these compli- 
cations are rare, but can occur 
and only suggests the profound 
seriousness in some cases. Any 
abrasion or skin irritation § es- 
pecially about the face and neck 
must be given antiseptic care to 
avoid the possible inVasion of the 
staphylococcus germ. Boils and 
carbuncles should only be treatea 
by your physician or surgeon. X- 
ray treatment, surgery and the 
sulpha drugs alone or in combina- 
tion is the accepted treatment. 

I consider the treatment of a 
carbuncle by home remedies or 
suggestive ointments or salves not 
only poor judgment, but extreme- 
ly dangerous. See your physician 
as early correct attention may 
save you days of distress and 
avoid serious complications.

An Effort at Understanding Is Far

66 child is as stubborn as a 
Mer. Tell him to do some- 
ing and he will do any- 
thing but. Tell him not to do it 
and he will if he dies for it, He is 
healthy, intelligent in other ways, 
but he is almost impossible to get 
along with at’ home or abroad. 
What to do?” 

It is never easy to say what to 
do with any child because each is 
himself and no other, each lives 
with his own family and they are 
like no other, each reacts to his 
experiences in his own way. We 
have to try to find why this par- 
ticular child behaves the way he 
does. 

Almost any child will balk if he 
gets too many orders. The best 
way with any of them is to give 
as few directions as possible and 
leave as much free choice as is 
safe under the prevailing condi- 
tions. Give him two or thrée, no 
more than three and two is 
enough, safe choices in such mat- 
ters as dress, toys, games, des- 
serts, trips. Keep decisive state- 
ments for the rare times when 
his free choice would be unsafe. 
All children need authority, guid- 
ance and firm control but they 
also need a bit of space for their 
mental growth. Don’t neglect that. 

When you have one that is 
characteristically contrary study 
his health. His nervous system 
may be a bit peculiar. Musicians, 
artists of any kind, are likely to 
have nerves on their skin as it 
were. Things that other children 
would not notice make them 
wince and in defense they set up 
the No, No attitude. 

When you have one of them, 
ask the children’s specialist for 
help and follow his directions for 
routined days, meals, werk and 
play. Then be careful about giv- 
ing directions. Ignore the child as 
far as possible in matters that 
can safely be denied. Let him feel 
more on his own but also let him 
feel your friendliness, your wait- 
ing helpfulness in the _ back- 
ground. The less said to such 
children the better. Take for 
granted their attending to their 
duties, and interfere only when 
you must. Then take it calmly. If 
the child is tense have him wash 
his face and arms in warm wa- 
ter. Tell him frankly what ails 
him, and talk to him in helpful 
friendly fashion. Tell him a story 
to make him laugh. 

One thing you cannot do and 
that is force a stubborn, negative- 
minded child against his will. 
Don’t try it. 

We all learn by experience. 
That is so old a saw that we 
overlook the depths of its mean- 
ings for teachers and parents. 
Everything that happens to a 


child is an experience and it 
teaches him something. The feel 
of water on his skin, the sun- 
shine and rain on his face, are 
experiences that enter his mind 
deeply. The tones of voices, the 
expression of faces, the things 
folks do and the way they do 
them are experiences that change 
children’s ways of thinking and 
doing. Every experience then be- 
comes valuable and worthy of our 
consideration. 

It is important that a child’s 
experience with people help him 
to trust them and like them. 
That fact ferces us to attend 
to our manners and our attitudes 
as well as to our deeds. What we 
are reflects on the atmosphere 
that surrounds the child and 
stimulates his growth. That calls 
for self discipline. 

We all want to give children 
happy experiences. We try to 
smooth out the difficulties and 
hide actualities that may trouble 
them, and in every way possible 
make their experiences joyouB, 
kindly and very pleasant. 

But the day must come when

sorrow, grief, difficulty must be 
faced. There is no way out of 
it. Face it and be done with it. 
The child must be told the truth 
as far as possible for him to un- 
derstand. He will not break un- 
der the load. Nature protects him 
from a too sharp emotional up- 
heaval. And the experience modi- 
fies his personality, 


Education is a process of select- 
ing experiences that will modify 
personality to the advantage of 
the person. That requires wisdom 
almost divine. It is natural that 
we make mistakes here but when 
we are guided by facts the race 
has found sound, when we honest- 
ly try to study the needs of the 
children, we do not go too far 
from the right road. What we 
must do is preserve the best ex- 
periences of the race and insist— 
I mean that word insist—that they 
use them, know them well, and 
so weave them into the fabric of 
their lives. 

The tried experiences of re- 


ligion, useful work, the truth and 
beauty to be found in ancient 


books, in art, in life, these are 
the high values of a child’s educa- 
tion. Every experience counts, 
he oe 

EOPLE who have to do with 
P children — all mothers, teach- 

ers, professional folk of one 
sort or another, make the mistake 
sometimes of believing that they 
conceal their feelings, their 
thoughts, from the children they 
are managing. They never do. 

Children feel what people about 
them think. If the teacher dis- 
likes them they know it immedi- 
ately. If their parents like them 
least of all the group they know 
that. If the dentist and the doctor 
are thinking, “Goodness, what a 
handful of no-good this is,” they 
get the idea instantly, 

Once a child feels himself dis- 
liked he is afraid, and fear ex- 
presses itself in many ways, all 
unhealthy, all undesirable. Some 
children retreat into silence and 
inactivity. Some take to tantrums. 
Some resent their position so bit- 
terly that they do mean things to 
those who dislike them in the 
spirit of getting even. The sad 
part of the whole business is the 
checked growth of the child. 

Children thrive under a routine 
of affection and they droop under 
dislike. The teacher who dislikes 
children, or a child, cannot teach 
him, or make any progress with 
the group she shuns. Teaching is 
a form of communion between 
two minds. Before a teacher can 
teach and a child can learn, some- 
thing must pass from the soul of 
the teacher to the soul of the child 
and that passage is an expression 
of harmony between them. No har- 
mony of spirit, no communion, no 
teaching, no learning. 

Teachers who dislike children 
should enter another profession. 
Adults who dislike children of 
their own family should get out of 
their way until they can overcome 
the feeling. It is useless to dream 
of hiding that feeling from the 
child. It is useless to expect any 
real expression of growth from 
him while that feeling exists be- 
tween you. 

Being human it is difficult for 
us to like what we dislike but 
when we know, it is our duty to 
learn to like a child, we can man- 
age to do so. The best way to 
accomplish this is to do something 
for him and keep doing for 
him until we learn to love him. 
Serving is loving. 

And if that cannot be done, if 
failure is certain, let the child 
go to one who can love him even 
if he is not so efficient as the 
loveless one. Love is what the 
child needs most. After he gets 
that, all other things can be added. 
Until he gets it, nothing can_ be 
added. 


My Day -o-

NEW YORK, TUESDAY 
URING the week I saw two 
[) pas which illustrated again 
for me that good theater can 
do certain things better than they 
can be done by any other medium. 

I do not consider myself a pro- 
fessional critic and so I judge 
plays by the standards which I 
suppose are those of any theater- 
goer. First, am I interested? Sec- 
ondly, are the characters portrayed 
naturally? By both standards 
these plays rated highly. 

The first was Lillian Smith’s 
“Strange Fruit.” I had been told 
the book was better than the play. 
That may be true, but neverthe- 
less, there are strong, tense scenes 
in the play. It will be a long time 
before I forget the one between 
Dr. Sam and Tom Harris, the 
kindly courageous Southerner who 
tries successfully to stop. the 
lynching. 

The play points up the tie be- 
tween the need for low-wage labor 
and the emotional outlet of a re- 
ligious revival or a lynching. It 
isn’t pleasant drama, but neither 
are life and some conditions in 
our country, 

We need to understand these 
circumstances in the north as well 
as in the south. There are mental 
and spiritual lynchings as well as 
physical ones, and few of us in 
this nation can claim immunity 
from responsibility for some of the 
frustrations and injustices which 
face not only our colored people, 
but other groups, who for racial, 
religious or economic reasons, are 
at a disadvantage and face a con- 
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stant struggle for justice and 
equality of opportunity. 

I should like to pay tribute to 
the cast of this play as a whole, 
but particularly to Jane White 
whose first venture this is on the 
stage and who plays her part with 
restraint and beauty. 

Mr. Robert Sherwood’s “The 
Rugged Path,” I had been told, 
was not a very good play and 
without Mr. Spencer Tracy might 
not succeed. Mr, Tracy does a per- 
fectly beautiful piece of acting. I 
have never seen anything more 
completely natural and every little 
gesture is just right. 

Even when you have given him 
his due, however, you must give 
the play great credit, too, It says 
things well that need to be said 
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to all of us who were not actually 
in combat in this war. As I saw 
through that scene on the de- 
stroyer Townsend, I hoped there 
was no man in the audience who 
had been through such an experi- 
ence. I felt it would be almost 
unbearable for. anyone who had 
lived through it, because it would 
bring back so vividly the agony 
and the suspense. Certainly no one 
around me lost interest for a mo- 
ment, 

The entire cast is good. I hope 
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it is giving them all, from Mr. 
Tracy down, a great sense’of satis- 
faction, to be giving to people at 
home a little understanding of 
what their men have . ~0been 
through, and a glimpse of some 
of the things that all of us must 
remember for the future if we are 
going to avoid a repetition of the

The bidding: 
West North 
1 diamond 
5 diamonds 
Pass 
Pass Pass 
North’s takeout double of one dia- 
mond was on the weak side, but 
it should have had a highly favor- 
able outcome, in view of the op- 
portunity presented South at his 
five-heart contract. West, of 
course, was sacrificing when he 
went to five diamonds, 

East's double of five hearts gave 
West something to think about on 
the opening lead, but he conclud- 
ed that East might be short of 
diamonds and therefore laid down 
the ace of that suit. East started 
the defense rolling in the wrong 
direction by playing the diamond 
eight, calling for a continuation. 
Actually, of course, he should have 
discouraged further diamond 
leads, and a shift to spades would 
have been virtually automatic on 
West's part. West, however, duti- 
fully followed orders and led an- 
other diamond, knocking out the 
king. 

Declarer now embarked on & 
truly remarkable line of play. He 
overtook the heart nine, ruffed 
his last diamond, cashed the 
trump ace, and then led a spade 
to the ace. His next move was 
to cash every trump except one. 
Later, he explained that he had 
been trying to hide his club void, 
in hope that the defenders would 
be fooled into keeping clubs and 
discarding enough spades to let 
South establish an extra spade 
trick, but this was going a bit 
too far! West signalled high in 
clubs, and East held grimly to 
his king-queen of spades. 

In the absence of a spade shift 
by West at the second trick, the 
contract was a cinch! The ob- 
viously right play was to lead 
the club queen from dummy. If 
East put up the king, South 
would merely have to ruff, lead 
a trump or a diamond to dummy 
and let the club jack ride, dis- 
carding a spade from the closed 
hand. West would win, but an- 
other spade discard would now 
be available. If East ducked the 
club queen, South would discard 
the spade immediately, and later 
lead the club jack through East, 
to establish the club ten. 
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“He comes here every day—it’s his old jeep!” 
“We must all turn our attention toward full employment! I suggest 


each of us hound the employment agencies until they send us maids!” 
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
